Chauce at all before, and the; efire that Noah and 
Adam [pore 2..actly the fame Lauguage : Fir between the 
Creativ and the Deluge were about 1056 Years, and 
diving that Spuce, Men were fpread in feveral Climates, 
Cities, aid C untries, which muft create fome Variety in 
Language ; ths’ not fo great, as happend at Babel. 
As firt the Dreams of fome, that the Hebrew was kept 
up in the Race of Seth, and Shem, aud that it will be 
the Tingue of Heaven hereafter, we may place them ii 
the fume Clays with the Opinion of Gerop. Becan. 
that Goa difcoursd with Aaam in the Teutonic. 

What the Tongue meation'd by Motes to be the fame 
over a/l the Earth, Gen. xiv. 1. was, is a Qiery. Rab, 
Sal. Yarhhi, azd Aben Ezra make it the Hebrew, 
but withent producing aay Reafon, except the Proper 
Nanies of Adam, Peieg, Cre. which Moles might tiuke 
from other Tongues, and expres in Hebrew to the He- 
brew Reader. 

After the Cnfufion at Babel, different Diulet#s arofe 
from the Di ference of Prouui tiation, nct fo much, if at 
all, frou rhat of Eutive Words, as appears by the Al- 
diance of the fibfequent Tencnes. Hence others, as the 
Syriac, Gen. xox 47. (RMVWID WU) the Egyptian, 
‘Gen. xii. as. (7% YB MBY) The Arabic, as we find 
Mitr y Iefawce tic Joo (call’d by Bibliander the Di- 
vine of the Arabs) a Bick thought by fome older than 
the Pentatcuch, by cthers afcrib ’'d to Mofes, aud 
by all Hii mad to be very Aitient. See Huet-Dem. 
Kv. 

Thev wre reckon the Hebrew the Oldeft Language, 
avgue fiita its being the Vernacular Ti Hige of Hever, 
"* ti he Name C; Hebrew) and ct nfeq. vcitly

This Account frm Hever 1s rejected by moft Learned 
Men, wh: affet, that Abraham was cal’d an He- 
brew, TAY, as coming from beyond the River Euphra- 
tes to Chanaan. : alr. Boieg. 3. Hyde. Rel. vet. 
Perf. — Capell. Chron. Fe from his 
Country, Ur - the Chaldeans, fpoke more probably 
that Longue, and learnt the Hebrew from the Cana- 
anites, the Defcendents of Cham: The Proper Names 
of Chanaan were Hebrew. Jofh. xv. 15,49. Aud 
Thefe are the Ar gumeints of Many, that this Tongue 1s 
not the moft antient. 

Yet ftill the Neceffity of it is founded on the Reafin 
above ; on the Light that is deriv’d upon the New Te- 
flameut from the Old, on the precarious, weak, infu}: 
cient, and often falfe Kiorvledge, that is raken from 
Ver fous ; juft asif a Greek Author could be mafter’d 
purely by the Help of a Latin Tranflation. 

Thus, Joth. ij. 4. is tura’d; The Women took two 
Men, and hid them ; but the Hebrew is, - hid Hin: 
WBSN ; i.e. fay Aben Ez. avd R.D. Kimchi, each 
of them apart, to prevent a Difccvery, and favour the 
Efcape of one: Many others might be aledg’d of thts 
kind, aud it is a further Motive to the Study of He- 
brew, that it has its Graces and Elegancies, as well as 
others ; The Critical Niceties of it ave very numerous, 
aud not yet fully clear’d; The Jews caunit be converted 
without it; and that the Bible is a Book of the higheft 
Concert, as well as, in fome Parts, of the greateft Axti- 
quity in the World. 

It is certain, the Critical Part of this Tongue is not 
yet exhaufied; The move Autient Futhers, Origen, 
and |crom excepted, knew little of the Eattern Tongues: 
and the latter, tho’ ~ underfto d, fome of them, He- 
brew and Chaldee, tolerably well, yet knew nothing of 
the Arabic, er Ethiop’ c, which are needful to the ad- 
jufting of many Difficulties, as Bochart, and Dy. Po- 
cock, ia their Writings have denonftrated, to mentioi

Some odject, that this kind of Learning is loft, fours 
the farft C. apirvity, fo far that the Jews: themfelves dy 
not unde ftand the Bible. Wf. Volt. the Great De 
fender of the LNXII. is one of the principal Men, ix 
this Aljertion. It has been pvov'd, that He was 8 great 
Stranger to the Hebrew Tongue, and ther efore is of no 
great weight 11 this Matter. 

Ia His Differs. de LXXT, He affivinc, thae 
M'VGit, Exod. xiij. 18. should be trauflated ature 
yeN.&, according to the LNA XM, act according to the 
Kavvins, (whom He infults ou this Head, producing 
forne of their Fancies, aud concealing the better Gudo- 
wsent of athess.)

Matters in it, with an affected Nicety, that was preju- 
dicial to the Spirit and Geaims of it. 

Then, foo after the Crucifixion, arofe the Mafo- 
reths, who were extremely accurate in the Law, and 
prov d it by their Labours; fo the Modern Jews under- 
fland it very well, and retain that fenfe of the Wirds, 
which they have veceiv'd from their Fathers ; Tho’ they, 
and the Rabbins, are often miftaken, it ts true, by their 
Ignorance of Arabic, Gc. which would illufirate many 
obfcuve Places in a more Juft and advantageous Man- 
ner. 

Evven the Faults of the Verfiims make the Original 
neceflary. Thofe of the LAXMI, are very Grofs, and 
have been often vemark’d : Thofe of the Vulgav Latin 
ave almift numberlefs.

A Mithed prefivib’d for the Study of Hebrew, has 
been; to mafler the Grammar aud Praxis of Byth- 
ner ; and the ‘Vhefaurus of Buxtorf, then the Bille ; 
and if a further Pr grefs be defign’d, the Polyglott. 
The bcft Edition of the Bible is, That of Jofephus 
Athias, which has mauy of the principal Things ia 
Latin on the Margin. That of Menafieh Ben Hrael 
is neat, but not of equal Reputation to this, or the Plan- 
tin Edition. That of Janitton, bound with the Greek 
Teftament, is ia too fiaall a Chavatter. That of Arias 
Mentanus is apt to make a Young Learuer carelefs, by 
the Ver fron. 

That of Rob. Steph. 3 Vol. ato, ia a flue Letter, 
with the Notes of Kimchiow the Minor Prophets, is 
the moft inaccurate of all. The beft Edition of the 
Pentateuch is that of Roza, which, as Mr. Ockley 
(to whom I owe much of this Preface) heard of a Rab- 
bin, who had read it, is aultlefs. The bef? Polyglott, 
( uct to mention the Biblia Complutenfia, fee Walton. 
Proleg.) is the Enelifh. The Learner fhould procure

The great Difficulty and Imperfection of the Eaftern 
Tongues, is the marking the Vowels by Pviuts ; the want 
of Stops, &c. and of Diftinion for Proper Names. In 
Reading therefore, mind chiefly the Form of the Words, 
and from what Conjugation they ave devived ; fee Byth. 
Lyr. Cap. 13. & 15. 

For this, write out a Chapter without Points; lay it 
up a Week ; then write the Points to it yourfelf, compa- 
ring it with the Bible, amd repeat this Methed. 

As to the Points being the Invention cf later Rab- 
bins, which is maintain'd by fome, ethers affirm it has 
not been prov'd. Some think the Accents were rather 
for Stops in a Sentence, than for Mufie. 

For thefe, confult Cafpar Ledeburius’s Catena 
Scripture ; or Robertfon’s Manipulus; and the 
Porta Accentuum, which concludes the Great Ma- 
fora, ia the Venetian Bible, and thar of Buxtorf; 
R. David Calonymus, at the End of the Granznar 
of R. Abraham de Biimes; Elias Levita, aud the 
éther Rabbinical Grammarians.

Buxtort’s, compil’d from Kimehi’s &)°UW, as His

of the fame. The laft is frttef? for Young Beginners ; 
and the beft Edition of it is that of London, An. 
1646, with the Rabbinical Abbreviations at the End 
of it. 

As tothe Potiits, fome judge them Coeval with the 
Text ; others, that they were contriv’d absut 600 Years 
after Chrift by the Maforeths of Tiberias. The for- 
mer has always been the Principle of the Rabanite Jews, 
who did not only embrace the Law, Prophets, aid Hagio- 
grapha, but the Traditions of the Elders, the Valmud

The 
Karraites vejett all but the Scriptures (fee Buxt. fyn, 
Jud. Morin. Exerc.) Thefe feldom appear in cur 
Regions ; there ave of them in Ruffia, ‘Tartary, and 
about Miunt Acias, as Leo Africanus Reports. If 
they ufe the Peiuts, the Matter is paft Coutroverfy, 
The cthers thought the Poiits eftablib’d by Mofes; till 
Abenezra, about 55>. aud Elias Levita, a German, 
abut 200 Tears ago, cal’d it ia Oveftion. Thefe 
pretenced, that the Jews neithr wanted nor usd the 
Points, while Hierutalem flourijh’d ; but after the 
fud of it, they were introdiu’d to prevent the finking of 
the Tongue by the later Doctors. For thefe they are 
curs'd and thorght Hereticks by the Jews. 

Ludevicus Capellus, avd Johannes Morinus, 
the latter in His Grammat. Samaritan. the former 
in His Arcanum Punctationis Revelatum, have 
efpous d the janie Opini a ; aiid there ave but few, that 
ave wor gone dato it.

that He never faw an Hebrew MS, with Points, 
that was above 605 Years Old; therefore they were in- 
vented by the Maforeths ; for all cwu, that it is Ten 
Centuries ago, at leaft, fince the Points were fix'd by the 
Maforeths. fee Morin. Ex. Bib. Cafp. Ledeb. iz His 
Cat. Sor. thinks the Arguments of Capellus of uo Force ;

Some regard fhould here be paid to the Rabbins 
Talmud, Targumim, &c. but fince they abound 
very much in Chaldaifms, it i more proper to affign 
them a Place inthe Preface to my Chaldee Gram- 
mar. 

As to the Autiquities of the Jews (thofe of every 
Nuatiow being requifite to the Command of each Lan- 
guage,) they are tranfmitted to us in amanuer very 
imperfect, if compar'd with the like accounts of the 
Greeks avd Romans. Fur iz thefe, we have a Nun- 
ber of antient Writers ftill extant, who liv’d in the 
flourijhing State of both Peple: befides the Light of 
| Coins, S.aties, Monuments, Infcriptions, Ruius of 
| Edifices, &c. but nothing is left us, of the Jews, 
: till the Deftruéticn of Jerufalem by Titus, but the 
| Bible: All the veft is lift by the Calumities of that 
difper’d Nation, or their Applicaticn to Gain and 
| Commerce, move than Letters, ‘True, we have God- 
: win, Spencer, Lightfoot, Cuneus, Bertram, Si- 
| conus, Buxtort’s Synag, Ind. oc. on this Head; 
: But they bsvrow all from the Rabbins, none of which 
ave much above 800 Years Old. Some think the 
Mifnah, 150, 120, 400 Years after Chrift : Yet eveit 
before Chrilt, the Religicn of Moles was very much 
alter’d by the Phavifees, &c. much lefs cau we de- 
pend oi the Certauity of fucceeding Hiltory, e/pecial- 
ly fiuce many of the Jewith Rites were confin’d to the 
Temple, aud the Memory of them is fo eras d, that w 
cannot depend much upon the later Rabbins; azaia, 
many were fo minute aud enatt, that even when they 
were corfiantly usd, they could hardly be recorded. 
Nor can the Talmud, or the Ritual Rabbins be a true 
Guide to is: Fir befides that they ave too recent; the

Mifna, which is the pureft Part, has much in it that 
is merely Rabbinical, not founded on the Law; the 
Gemara is jhamefully trifling, and rather gives the 


Opinious of the Rabbins of that Age, than thofe of 


their Forefathers : For when R. Jehuda, had written 
the Mifna, the more Learned Jews us’d to Difpute in 
their Academies of Pompedeitha, Nahardea, and 
Sora, upon Queftions in it andthe Law, and their De- 
cifions made the Body of the ‘Talmud. 

Loug after, the Ritual Rabbins form’d their Ac- 
counts upon thofe Decifious: Maimonides was the beft 
of them, An. 1200, Therefore in this Cafe, we rather 
read aud knw the Opinions of the later Dottors, 
than thethings themfelves. Hence that Learned Jew, 
Leo Modena, calls His Book, the Cuftoms &c. Of 
the Hebrews of THIS AGE; fir tho’ the Jews 
were tenacious of their Law, yet they mix’d it with 
Tradition, and omitted many Things, usd by their 
Forefathers. As the Auther above. p. 4. ¢. 7. ob- 
ferves, in the Cafe of marrying the Brother's Wife, 
which, tho f.rmerly the legal Practice, is now almoft 
difrecarded, for uther Ends. 

Let him, that values himfelf on a skill in this matter, 
from the Rabbins, refolve me, from them, about the Urim 
and Thummim, and if He finds a good Explication of 
it, let Him depend further upon them. Yet ftill, they 
are not to be neglected, nor thofe who have written after 
them, on the Jame Subject ; for they give us many ufe- 
ful Difcoveries, both as to the Jewith Cuftoms, Dye- 
trines, and Texts of Scripture. 

Sigonius (who, iz the Opinion of Grevius, has 
written the beft upon the Roman Laws, and Antiqui- 
ties) tho’ lefs read inthe Hebrew Learning, has given 
us fome Information in His Refpub. Hebr. Cuncus 
has done the fame, with great Elegance, and 
Concifencfs. He was a Perfon of an Acute Un- 
derflanding, and well versed in Maimonides, Jofe-

phus, &c. 4dd to thefe Schikkard’s Mifhpat Ham- 
melek ; Buxts. Syn. (tho’ He has taken in a Number 
of Trifles, and feems to ridicule the Jews) aud Leo Mo- 
dena, who is approv'd very much by all leavued Men. 

And now we ave fo far advanced upon this capital 
Tongue, it will nut be improper to look forward, and 
carry our View to the Original of Speech in general. 

The Faculty of Reafon, the Defire of Society, and fo 
of expreffing vur Thoughts to one ancther, and the Or- 
gaus of Speech, peculiar to Man, make that alfo pecu- 
liar, and natural to Him: Hence the Chald. Paraph. 
Onkel. turns that of Gen. 2. 7. fuit in Adamo 
fpiritus loquens: Aud the Hebrews define a reafin- 
able Creature by Kaowledge and Speech. Heideg. 
Hift. Sac. Pat. Tom. 1. Ex. 16. th. 2. 

Yet Words fpokew have no natural Alliance with 
Things themfelves exprefs'd by them, but only by Cuftom 
and Confent of Men in Society ; Arift. Eth. 2. 1. For 
they are not the fame every where, as in that Cafe they 
would be. Jul. Cef. Scal. de cauf. L. L. 3. 67. 
Some have thought otherwife. Jambl. de Myft. 7. 5. 
Orig. cont. Celf. 1. fo Cratylus, Heraclitus. &c. 
See Gale ad Jambl. pred. 

Thefe are confuted by Arift. met igu’?.c. 1. aud 2. 
and Jul. Sc. de cauf. 3. 67 and 68. Nor yet is the 
ufe of Words fo arbitrary, that any Man may employ 
what Words He pleafes. Diodorus call’d His fervant 
arra ul, to ridicule the Philofophers, who faid 
the ufeof Names or Words was mire natural than 
Arbitrary. 

Both went to an Extreme. Simpl. in Cat. Arift. 
me. Guar, The Stoicks exprefrd the Different 
Senfe of the Pronouns by natural Geftures: So Ni- 
gidius, iz A. Gell.

Th fe Writers have been very perverfe in moft of 
their Fudgments, relating to Gud See the Djatr. 
ot M. Cif. oz that Head. Aud the Hebrew Doétors 
(as Buxtort has largely obferv’d) have trifled much 
ox the Fars of the Workmen at Babel, on that noify 
Crifis. You may find the Story of Momus the moft 
fully repre eated iz Euttathius, 

The Dignity of this Tongue appears, not oily in 
its ptm Fruitfulaefs, Production of others, &c. 
but in its being infpir'd by God into Adam, when 
others came only by loug Ufe and Cuftom. Among 
others, Greg. Nyfien denies that this or any Tongue, 
came immediately from Ged; Cont. Eunom. 12. 
whofe Difquifition on this — may eafily be coi- 
faulted. Both he and Eunomius argue tit a very ridi- 
cttlous Manner, the latter for the intrinfick aid eter- 
nal Relation of Wirds to Thi tzs, the former againfi 
the Hebrews being from God; as that if God appointed 
certain Words, to ufe others for the fame Things, 
would be Blaf hemy 3; and that the Speech of God 
as God, aud mean or indecent Words cculd uot come 
from him, which occur ia the Hebrew azd the like ;

Cafaub. for fhewing the Deri- 
vation of the Greek from it: Firft, By certain 
Poftulata.

Dion. Ital. tels us, that Plato has nothing but Words ;

Words of Plato. 

This Tongue, like all others, has its Idioms; and 
among the veft, is very remarkable for the Paronomafia ;

This has fometimes been 
thought a Beauty; for different Men and Ages have
